HOUSE REBUKE 
MAY POSTPONE 
_ TARIFF ACTION 


to Conferees. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Spe- | 
cial.]—Failure of congress to enact | 
the Fordney-McCumber tariff bill into 
law at this session loomed as a possi- 
bility tonight following unexpected 
action by the house in sending the 
measure back to conference with in- 
structions to eliminate the dye embar- 
&0 provision and to put potash on the 
free list. 

The framers of the bill were given a 
surprising and decisive rebuke. One 
hundred and two Republicans joined 
with seventy-four Democrats and one 
Socialist in support of a motion by 


Representative Garner (Tex.), ranking | 


Democratic member of the ways and 
means committee, to recommit the bill. 
The motion was carried by a vote of 
177 to 130. 


Embargo Almost Dropped. 

Earlier in the day the dye embargo 
provision escaped being eliminated on 
a point of order by a narrow margin | 
of three votes on a roll call to table 
an appeal from a decision of Speaker 
Gillett. 

A motion to recommit applying only 
to the dye embargo or to potash sep- 
arately probably would have met with 
defeat, but the Democratic floor lead- 
er was shrewd sah to aeyple them.

Bill May Lie Over. 

That there is a serious possibility of 
a failure of the conferés to report the 
bill again at this session was stated 
by Representative Fordney [Mich.], 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, 

Senator Smoot [Utah], one of the 
Republican senate conferés, was of 
the opinion that the matter would be 
adjusted quickly. 

Representative Fordney was almost 
in tears as a result of the repudiation 
of the bill bearing his name. 

“J don’t know that we will have a 
tariff bill at all now,” he said when 
asked if the conferees would meet at 
once to revise the bill. “We are go- 
ing ahead with the soldiers’ bonus bill 
in the ‘house tomorrow.” 

Senator Smoot, who has opposed any 
dye embargo, but agreed to the confer- 
ence report only after the duties on 
dye were reduced to the level of the 
original senate ffnance committe bill, 
said that he would favor following 
the house instructions literally with- 
out any attempt to change the duties 


on dyes. 


Agreed on Dyes and Potash. 

The senate is recorded both against 
duties on potash and aGainst dye em- 
bargo, so there will be no disagreement 
between the two houses on these 
points. Whther or not there is a 
speedy agreement depends entirely on 
the conferees. 

The delay will upset the plans of con- 
gressiona! leaders for adjournment by 
the middle of next week. However, the 
elimination of the dye embargo and 
duties on potash will do away with the 
two features which threatened to cause 
trouble in the senate and if any amend- 
ed conference report is brought back 
promptly both houses may approve it 
with but little discussion.

Secretary of Labor Sees 
End of Obstacles. 


BY GRAFTON WILCOX. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Secretary of Labor Davis, on 
receipt of a message from Chicago to- 
éay that a basis for settlement of the 
railway strike had been agreed upon, 
declared that this would mean the re- 
moval of the last obstacle in the way 
of the greatest economic revival the 
country has ever known. 

The secretary was quick to com- 
municate the news to President Har- 
ding at the White House, and @he 
executive is reported to have been 
greatly cheered titereby, believing that, 
at last, after many post-war vicissi- 
tudes, the march of the country back to 
“normalcy” can be resumed with 
quickened tread. 


Last Obstacle Removed. 
“American industry has overcome 
the last obstacle in the way of the 
greatest economic revival the nation 
has ever known,” Secretary Davis told 
neavspaper correspondents after he was 
convinced that the railway shop strike 
was practically settled. 

“With the settlement of the strike 
on many of the trunk line railways as- 
sured, the whole industrial machinery 
of the country is ready for a forward 
movement unprecedented in our eco 
nomic history. ‘ 

‘The disturbances in the bituminous 
.and anthracite coal mining industries 
are in the past, and the 600,000 coal 
miners of the country are#back at 
work.

The “memorandum of agreement” 
which will end the shopmen’s strike on 
a number of railroads, as approved by 
the general conference committee of 
the American Federation of Labor, is

] In order to bring to an end the 
existing strike of employés upon 
the undersigned railroads and relieve 
the country from the adverse effects 
thereof and to expedite the movement 
of essential traffic, the following mem- 
orandum of agreement is made upon

And finally that of the Big Four train 
service brotherhood chiefs, all of them 
unavailing.

Smith, president 6f the New “York Cen- 
tral lines; Daniel Willard, president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, and 
members of the executive council rafl- 
way employés’ departmént. At the 
conclusion of negotiations Mr. Jewell 
called the meeting of the policy com- 
mittee of the railway employés’ depart- 
ment, at which the terms of agreement 
have now been accepted. 

© Warfield Bares Moves. 

Mr. Warfield, who is also president 
of the National Association of Owners 
of Rallroad Securities, in an interview 
here tonight said, after tracing the pre- 
liminaries: 

“Mr. Jewell, with two associates, 
met me in Baltimore on Sept. 2. We 
reached a tentative understanding. I 
then asked Mr. Smith if he would 
meet these gentlemen, and later com- 
municated with Mr. Willard. The 
presence of Mr. Smith, who came to 
Baltimore on two occasions, contrib- 
uted largely to the result. After con- 
ference with Mr. Jewell, and later with 
members™of his executive council of 
eight, an agreement was reached ac- 
ceptable to the three railroads repre- 
sented and to the shop crafts leaders. 


Call in Other Lines. 


“Other railroads, called over the 
telephone, tentatively agreed to g0 
along on the same lines.

JAPS SEEK PACT 
WITH SOVIETS ON 
SIBERIAN STORES 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Zervice.] 

TOKIO, Sept. 13.—Provided a funda- 
mental agreement on trade guarantees 
and the protection of life and property 
is signed, Japan is willing to enlarge 


the scope of the Chanchun conference 
with the Far East republic and Rus- 
sia to embrace all issues short of recog- 
nition of soviet Russia. The Japanese 
delegates have been so instructed by 
the diplomatic council. 

The question of the disposition of 
15,000 tons of munitjons held at Viadi- 
vostok is most. bothersome to the 
Japanese. The Japanese hope that an 
agreement will be signed before final 
evacuation, under which Japan can 
leave a guard over the munitions pend- 
ing the Red army’s entry to Vladivos- 
tok. The evacuation will proceed re- 
gardiess of the conference along the 
lines announced previously. 

Should the Chita government pro- 
crastinate the Japanese will simply 
march away, leaving the munitions in 
the possession of the white forces.

The most striking 
example is central Europe, where in 
succession the states of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire have discovered 
they are not self-sufficient individually 


and are creating an economic alliance 
which, economically, is no different 
than the empire status.

GERMAN EXPERTS 
ADVISE AGAINST 
TRADE WITH REDS 


Say Urquhart Pact Is 


Only a Decoy.

BERLIN, Sept. 13.—While insist- 
ing that the Urquhart-Krassin agree- 
ment for the restoration of the vast 
Russia-Asiatic consolidated properties, 
signed in Berlin last Sunday, marks 
a definite step in the history of the 
evolution of Russia from a FR 
istic to a capitalistic state, German 
business men, after a thorough first 
hand inquiry into the economic situ- 
ation, are reporting that the time is 
not yet ripe for trade with Russia. 

From authoritative Gefman sources 
it is learned that German technicians 
who recently studied the Russian eco- 


nomic and potical situation say that 
though the red leaders abroad real- 
ize the necessity for making large 
concessions to invite foreign capital 
and energy to rebuild ruined industry, 
Moscow radicals are still puzzling over 
a way to induce capital to foot the 
bill without receiving profits. The 
commission, however, sees hope in the 
near future, stating that the radicals 
are gradualiy being converted as they 
are forced to bow before economic 
laws. 
“Decoy for Other Nations.” 

Foreign Minister Tchitcherin issued 
a statement today saying Russia will 
be glad to deal with any American 
business man or industrial group, 

A neutral source closely in touch 
with the soviets, who arrived today 
from Moscow, believes the reds will 
ratify the capitalistic Urquhart agree- 
ment merely as a decoy to other for- 
eign nations. The trouble with other 
concessionnaires is the fact that they 
are at the mercy of the disorganized 
Russian railroads, while the Urquhart 
concern, owning its own railroads and 
steamships, is able to operate inde- 
pendently of the nationalized roads.
